Police recover stolen

Stung by recent criticism that 
crime is up in the City of Belle 
Glade, Belle Glade Police Chief 
Michael Miller released statistics 
this week showing auto burglar- 
ies are down by 41 percent and 
residential burglaries are also 
down for 1996. Monday morning 
the director of public safety dis- 
played a table full of cellular tele- 
phones, tapes, car radios, confis- 
cated drugs and guns that had 
been seized in the past two 
weeks, 

The Belle Glade Police Depart- 
ment began an operation April 10 
to curb the illicit sales of narcotics 
and step up appréhension of. 
criminals. During this operation 
they seized several thousand dol- 
lars worth of cellular telephones 
electronic equipment and 20 per- 
sons were arrested оп various 
felony and misdemeanor charges. 

Chief Miller said the investiga- 
tion is ongoing and more arrests 
are expected. Police say that as a 
result of this, there has been 
approximately a 41 percent 
decrease in the city's car burglary 
rate. 

Chief Miller acknowledged citi- 
zens concerns about the problem, 
but he said, "We need to remem- 
ber that:crimes of violence take 
priority. I want citizens to feel 
safe. When was the last time 
there was a rape, a murder, or a 
riot in your neighborhood?" he 
asked. 

From January 1995 though 
April 1995 there were 213 motor 
vehicle burglaries and five 
attempts. There were 64 business 
burglaries and nine attempts and 
there were 105 residential bur- 
glaries and 13 attempts in the 
city for a total of 118. In the same 
time period this year, statistics 
show 127 motor vehicle burglar- 
ies and one atterhpt and 72 busi- 
ness burglaries and seven 
attempts. Residential burglaries 
were 132 with seven attempted 
for a total of 139. While this 
shows:a significant decrease in 
car burglaries, there were 27 
more home burglaries in the 
same time frame. 

Chief Miller was responding to 
two Speak Out calls in this 
week's edition of The Sun when 
he said "I am very proud of the 
men and women who have dedi- 
cated their lives to provide public 
safety services to the citizens of 
Belle.Glade. Whether they are

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: The smell of rain a welcome fragrance

£ could smell the rain immedi- 
$ ‘ately. It was that unmistakable 
odor that told me a shower was 
$ very close. 
Chances are you've had that 
" experience. It might have come 
‚оп a humid, windy night or an 
*:learly morning just before the 
‘sun peeked above the horizon. 
‘You could smell the rain, too. 
‘You knew water was on the way. 
Actually, what you and I 
sniffed on those occasions was 

‘not the rain but the earth. 

‘Water, after all, is odorless. That 

distinct aroma that we think is 

‘rain comes from the ground. 
English chemists in the late 
‘nineteenth century were the 
first to figure that out. They dis- 
covered that soil molds created 
"ап aroma when the barometer 
‘dropped. 
- Researchers in France reached 
the same conclusion through a 
‘unique experiment. They dug up 
several pounds of soil, waited for 
а dip in the barometer and then 
sniffed the dirt. It smelled like 
rein. 

+ Just over thirty years ago, 
chemists in Australia discovered 
that certain types of clay emitted 
a strong rain smell when the rel- 
ative humidity reached 80%.

fhor from the Greek words for

То prove they. were correct, the 
Australians tried trapping the 
oils in the atmosphere, before. 
the oils reached the ground. The 
smell these oils produced was 
awful, certainly nothing like the 
sweet fragrance of rain. 

Next, the chemists added the 
oils to the clay soil and waited a 
couple of weeks. The first time 
the barometer dropped and the 
humidity rose that distinct smell 
of rain emerged from the clay 
soil.

back into the air as the familiar 
rain bouquet. 


You can even see some of those 


oils in certain parts of the world. 
In Tennessee, residents often 
notice a distinct blue haze in the 
sky. The Blue Ridge Mountains 
are named after this bluish 
haze. 

The same is true of the Blue 
Mountains in Australia. The 
eucalyptus trees product a wide 
variety of complex chemicals 
including a bluish mist. 

In some countries, the smell of 
rain has been turned into a busi- 
ness. Workers in India place 
small clay disks outdoors during 
the months of May and June. 
These disks absorb the oils that. 
are later sold as a perfume. The 
name is “matti ka attar” which 
means earth perfume. To resi- 
dents of Florida, the smell of 
rain may.not be as sweet as per- 
fume but it is certainly a wel- 
come fragrance. 

The next time someone tells 
you that they smell rain tell 
them they're wrong. It's not the 
water you smell, tell them its- 
the-oils-absorbed-by-the-ground- 
released-into-the-air-by-high- 
humidity-and-a-dropping- 
barometer that they smell. 
Then, grab an umbrella because 
you may get wet.

Handling the Guilt 

Like new frozen concoctions 
in the supermarket, is there 
any way to assure that your 
life will be “guilt-free”? With 
all the new ingenious technolo- 
gy available to us, I'm sure in а 
year or two, someone will 
invent a “pill” to alleviate 
guilt. But until then, we need 
to take practical measures to 
help us cope with the guilty 
feelings.we may.experience in 
dealing with life's problems. 

Ones f the most fre 
“кынныр” oceurs wh 
grown child must make the 
decision to place their infirm 
relative into а long-term care 
facility. This decision is never 
an easy one. No one wants to 
be displaced or displace anoth- 
er human being and rob them 
of their independence, but, 
unfortunately, sometimes the 
“nursing home decision” is the 
only alternative. We need to 
recognize that there are three 
basic sources for the guilt 
attached to the nursing home 
decision. We need to identify 
the sources and recognize that 
the feelings created by these 
sources are natural and justi- 
fied. The first source is grief 
and adjustment. We must 
understand that this is a natu- 


ent 


ral process, and we need to 
accept the necessity of the pró- 
cess, and realize that in most 
cases the loved one will adjust. 
Hopefully we can then relax 
and avoid the guilt. 

As our loved ones age, we 
develop a new relationship 
with them. As they get older 
we find it harder to communi- 
cate. At first we think it is 
caused by their hearing prob- 
lems or their tendency to get 
things mixed up. The cause 
may well be our own discom- 
fort with the changing rela- 
tionships. We are now called 
upon to relate as a parent to 
the person or persons who 
were once parents to us. We 
feel hesitant and strange jn 
this new role. The discomfort 
leads us to avoid confrontation. 
People who once had a close 


relationship with their parents 
can now find a normal conver- 
sation difficult. We can. move 
toward learning how to con- 
verse in a new way, but it will 
take plenty of time and 
patience. 

Last, but not least, is under- 
standing what is normal. We 
need to avoid the "feel bad 
becáuse we feel bad syn- 
drome”. This happens when we 
have a thought and panic. We 
think, wersHould not think! 


, these, kinds af боа. Then | 


we. think thére is something! 
wrong with us. We need to 
understand that it is normal to 
be angry. For example, I 
received a large hug from a 
woman last week. Her mother 
was in one wing of a nursing 
home suffering from 
Alzheimer’s and her father was 
in another wing suffering from 
the samé thing. She hugged 
me and said, “Tonight is the 
first time I have ever heard 
anyone say it was all right to 
get mad at them for being 
sick.” She thought no one else 
in the world would feel anger 
at sick people. 

It is perfectly normal to wish 
things were different. Anytime 
we are in a pressure-filled situ- 
ation our minds think of ways 
to find relief. (These are known 
as defense mechanisms). It is

have thoughts about the relief 
they would find through the 
death of a loved one, This does

It does not mean we do not 
love them.

All these thoughts 
prove is that we are normal 
human beings with normal 
thoughts and feelings.

If we can identi- 
fy the source and recognize 
that the thoughts and feelings 
are normal we can accept our- 
v. selves and get on with the 
business of living. The healthi- 
est stance is one that allows us 
to tell ourselves that we feel 
bad because,we should do so.

Producers who do not 
sign up during this period cannot enroll at a lat- 
er date, so meeting this deadline is crucial. 
While the farm bill's investments in rural 

America and in conservation will help build a

We are also pleased with the rural develop- 
ment title which reflects the administration's 
commitment to putting more resources into 
rural areas. President Clinton wants no commu- 
nity left behind as America races into the 21st 
Century. 

That commitment starts \with everyone - no 
matter where they live - having decent housing, 
safe, running water and basit opportunities. By 
establishing the President's Fund for Rural 
America, the farm bill will put $100 million a 
year into grassroots efforts to promote the eco-

/One way the Fund for Rural America can 
make a difference is by providing loans to rural 
businesses who otherwise could not get credit. 
In the 1980s, Terry Manufacturing in Roanoke, 
Alabama, faced just that dilemma. The small 
clothing manufacturer wanted to expand its 
operations but couldn't find a bank to back them 
up. They turned to the USDA which stepped in 
with:$4million in loans. Since then, Terry Man- 
ufacturing has won contracts to make employee 
uniforms for Burger King and McDonald's, and 
to make Olympics theme clothing for major 
retailers like Macy's and J.C. Penney. In this 
small town of 6,400 people, Terry Manufactur- 
ing now employs 385 people. 

The Fund for Rural America will allow USDA 
to replicate this success story in communities 
throughout the nation. 

Trade is also driving agriculture's future and 
that connection will only grow stronger. The 
farm bill trade title includes most of the admin- 
istration's export enhancement proposals and 
gives us the tools we need to expand on our 
record levels of agricultural exports. . 

Research is our final tool. In order to truly 
succeed in the world marketplace, U.S. agricul- 
ture has to stay ahead of the times. That means 
keeping our scientists on the cutting edge. 
While the farm bill authorizes important 
research, it leaves the funding vulnerable to 
future budget cuts.
